Thomns, who expired lnst evening at half.past
seven in Ban Francisco, Californin. There is
no need to turn to the archives to search for
Lis history, for it is recorded on almost every
popzo during the past ten years; but his oluss.
wiites and comruades owe him o personal tri-
bute in which he knows every mewmber of the
nrmy shares,

Genernl Thomas enterod the Military
Academy in the class of 18346, gradaated in
1840, and was commissioned as a gecond lien-
tenant of the 3d Artillery and sent to Florida,
He wgerved with hia regiment continuously
until Deceruber 24, 1854, when he became a
captain, baving been particularly distin.
guished at Monterey and Buena Vista, On
Mny 12, 1855, he was appointed to the 24
Cavalry as Major, and served with that regi-
ment continuonsly untilhe became its Colonel,
on May i, 1861, The great civil war found
him at his post, true and firm, amid the ter-
rible pressure he encountered by reason of
his birth-pluce, Virginia; and President Lin.
coln commissioned him as a Brigadier-General
of volunteers and went Lim to Kentooky.
There, too, his services were constant and
eminent in the highest degree.

He won the firat battle in the West at Mill
Bpring, Kentueky; and from first to last,
without n dny's or an hour's intermission, he
was at his post of duty, rising steadily and
irresistibly through all the grades to the ene
Le beld as Major-General of the regular army
at the time of nis death, At Bhiloh, Corinth,
Perrysville, Btone River, Chickamauga, Chat-
tanooga, Atlantn, snd Nashville he fnlfilled
the proudest hopes of his most ardent friends,
and at the close of the war General George
H. Thomns stood in the very front rank of
our war generals,

The General has Iknown General Thomas
intimately since they sat as boys on the same
bench, and the quality in him which he holds
up for the adwmiration and example of the
young, is his complete and entire devotion to
doty. Though sent to Florida, to Mexioo,
and Texas and Arizona, when duty there was
absolute banishment, he went cheerfully and
never asked a personal favor, exemption, or
leave of absence,

In battle he never waverad; firm and of fall
faith in his cause, ho knew it would prevail,
and he never sought advancement of rank or
honor at the expense of any one., Whatever
he earned of these were his own, and no one
disputed his fame. The very impersonation
of honesty, integrity, and honor, he will
stand to vs as the bean ideal of the soldier
and gentleman. Though he leaves no child
to bear his name, the old Army of the Cum-
berland, numbered by tens of thonsands,
called him father, and will weep for him in
tears of manly grief. His wife, who cheered
him with her messages of love in the darkest
honra of the war, will mourn him now in sad-
ness, chastened by the sympathy of a whole
country.

"Che last pad rites due him as a man and a
soldier will be paid at Iroy, N. Y., on the
arrival of his remains, and the friends of his
family and all his old comrades who can be
present are invited there to share in the obse-
quies, At all the milim:i- poets and stations
flags will be placed at half-mast, and fifteen
minute guns will be fired the day after the
reccipt of this order, and the usnal badge of
mourning will be worn for thirty days. By
command of General Sherman.

N ORDINANCE

To Authorize a Loan for the Erection of o
Bridge across the River Bchuylkill at Falr-
monunt,

Section 1. The Belect and Common Connells
of the eity of Philadelphia do ordain, ‘vhat the
Mayor of Philadelphia bo and he is horeby an-
thorlzed to borrow, at not less than par, on the
eredit of the eity corporation, from time to
time, such sumes of money ns may be necessary
to pay for the construction and ercction of a
bridge over the river Schuylkill at Falrmount,
not exceeding in the wholo the eum of scven
hundred thousand dollars, for which interest
not to exceed the rate of six per cent. per an-
num shall be pald, half-yearly, on the first days
of January and July, at the office of the City
Treasurer.

The principal of pald loan shall be payable
and paid at the expiration of thirty years from
the date of the eame, and not before, without
the consent of the holders thereof; and certifi-
cates therefor, in the usnal form of certificates
of city loan, shall be issued in such amounts na
the lenders may require, but not for any frac-
tional part of one hundred dollars, or, if re-
quired, in amounts of flve hundred or one thou-
eand dollars; and it shall be expresded In said
certificates that the said loan therein mentioned,
and the interest thereof, are payable free from
all taxes.

Section 2. Whenover any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there shiall be, by force of thia
ordinance, avnually appropristed, out of the
Income of the corporate estates and from the
fum ralsed by taxation, n sum sufficient to pay
the interest en eaid certificates; and the fur-
ther sum of three-tenths of one per centum en
the par value of such certificates so lssued,
ghiall be appropriated quarterly out of sald In-
come nnd taxes to asinking fund, which fund
and its accumulations are hereby eapeclally
pledged for the redemption and payment of sald
certificntes,

N ORDINANCE TO CREATE A LOAN
FOR THE BUILDING OF A BRIDGE
OVER THE RIVER SCHUYLKILL ATSOUTH
STREET, AND FOR THE PAYMENT OF
GROUND RENTS AND MORTGAGES,

Section 1. The Select and Common Councila
of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That
the Mayor of FPhiladelphia be and he is hemby
authorized to berrow, at not lesa than par, on
the credit of the clty, from time to time, one
milllon five hundred thousand dollars, to be ap-
plied as follows, viz.:—First. For the buildin
of a bridge over the River Schuylkill at Sou
street, eight hundred thousand dollars, Becond.
For the payment of ground rents and mort-
gages, seven hundred thousand dollars, for
whichl interest not to exceed the rate of six
per cent. per annum  shall be pald half
_s;cnrly on the first days of January and
July, at the offlee of the Cliy Treasurer.
The principal of the said loan ghall
be payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
years from the date of the same, and not before
without the consent of the holders theresf; and
the certificates therefor, in the usual form of the
certificates of the City Loan, shall be issued In
such amounts a8 the lenders may require, but
not for any fractional part of onée hundred or
one thousand dollars; and it shall be expressed in
said certificates that the loan therein mentioned.
and the interest thereof, are payable free from all
taxes.

Section 2. Whenever any loan shull be made
by virtue therecof, there shall be, by force of
this ordinance, annually appropriated out of
the income of the corporate estates, and from
the sum raised by taxation, a sum sufficient to
ay the interest on eaid certificates; and the
urther sum of three-tenths of one per centum
on the par valne of such certificates so lssued
sball be appropriated quarterly out of sald In-
come and taxes to a sinking fund, which fund
and Iits accumulations are hereby especially
pledged for the redemption and payment of sald
certificates,
